REMINDER: ALCOHOL AND OTHER DRUGS 

In accordance with the Drug Free Schools and Communities Amendments 
of 1989, Mount St. Mary's College applies the following alcohol 
gu [del ines : 

Mount St. Mary's College encourages students to adopt responsible 
and healthy behaviors regarding the use of alcohol and other drugs 
as there are many health risks associated with the use and abuse 
of such substances (eg. addiction, fetal alcohol syndrome, memory 
loss, brain damage). Any student may obtain confidential health 
care and counseling through the Student Health Services at the 
Chalon Campus. The following is MSMC's policy regarding the use of 
alcohol and other drugs by students. 

1) In accordance with California State Law, only persons 21 years 
of age or older may consume alcoholic beverages in California. 
Any person under the age of 21 years who has any alcoholic 
beverage in her possession of any street or highway or in any 
public place or in any place open to the public is guilty of 
a misdemeanor (Business and Professional Code , Section 25662). 

2) In accordance with California State Law, every person who sells, 
furnishes, gives or causes to be sold, furnished or given away 
any alcoholic beverage to any person- under the age of 21 years 
is guilty of a misdemeanor, (Business and Professional Code, 
Section 25658). In addition, any person providing any alcoholic 
beverage to a person under the age of 18 will be contributing 
to the delinquency of a minor and guilty of a misdemeanor. 
(Penal Code, Section 272). 

3) Students of legal drinking age (21) have the right to consume 
and possess alcoholic beverages in the residence halls living 
space. No alcohol is permitted in public areas of the campus 
including the hallways, lounges, outside areas, stairxvays, 
patios , etc . 

4) Student groups of the College may apply for a special permit to 
serve beer or wine at a campus event funded or sponsored by 
students. A "Request to Serve Alcoholic Beverages" form must 
be filled out and submitted to the Assistant Dean for Student 
Development for approval. 



5) Students who violate College policy or California law regarding 
the use of alcohol are subject to College disciplinary action 
which may include warning, probation, restitution, community 
service, referral to counseling, referral for alcohol/drug 
evaluation, removal from on-campus residence, dismissal or 
suspension, and police referral. 

6) The use or possession of illegal drugs on the college campus, 
in the residence halls, or at college sponsored events is 
prohibited by California State Law an may result in arrest, 
fines, and/or imprisonment. College disciplinary action may 
include warning, probation, restitution, community service, 
referral to counseling, referral for alcohol/drug evaluation, 
removal from on-campus residence, dismissal or suspension. In 
addition, students caught selling or providing illegal drugs 
on campus will be subject to disciplinary action and police 
referral .
